—Last evening the Academy of Music was
crowded with s large and enthnsiastic audi-
ence, on the occasion of the twenty-ffth anni-
vereary of Friendship Division, No. 19, SBons
of Temperance. At a quarter before 8 o'clock,
Governor John W, Geary, Hon. Schuyler Col-
fax, General 0. O. Howard, Rev. H. Johnson,
and Kev, J, P, Newman made their appear-
ance on the stage, the band playing ‘‘Hail to
the Chief.” The meeting was called to order
by General Lonis Wagner, after which he in-
troduced Governor John W. Geary as the
Chairman of the meeting, The report of
the division was read, setting ferth
that it was represented by sixty-nine
members in the Grand Division; and that 1253
members had been iniliated since its organi-
zation. The present strength is set down at
247 members. The chairman, in a few well-
timed remarks, introduced Hon. Behuyler
Colfax, Vice-President of the United States.
He was greeted with deafening shonts of ap-
planse, In opening his address he said this,
the silver anniversary of Friendship Divisien,
reminded bim that it was also the twenty-fifth
anniversary of his connection with the glo-
rious cause of temperance, and in all those
years goneé by he had not broken his pledge
of ftotal abstivence. He porirayed in elo-

quent language the many evils resalt-
ing from the use ef intoxicatn
beverages, Heé urged his hearers to guuﬁ

agrinst and avoid the demon, which he char-
acterized as a greater scourge, and spreadin
more sorrow and desolation over the land,
than was occasioned by the late civil strife,
which desolated and robbed thousands of
families of their loved ones, He wanted to
particularly impress on the minds of his
audience that safety was alone found in total
abstinence from stropg drink. He urged
them to unite in & grand revival to advance
the cause of temperance, He laid before his
hearers statisties showing the terrible de-
moralization caused by the traffic in liguors,
He was frequently greeted with applanse and
took his seat amid vociferous cheers. Major-
General 0. O, Howard and Rev. J. P, New-
man followed in eloquent speeches, which
were interrupted throughout with cheers of
approbation.
